An Imperial decree] 
was giv**n by the emperor, f if ­ 
ing the pope supreme rule and 
authority over th^ church in ah 
the Homan Empire and its pro­ 
vinces, which created an era of 
political and 
religious unrest 
The bishops began immediately 
to increase the powers of the 
pope over both political and re­ 
ligious affair« of the then-known 
world. And they introduced the 
principle« 
of 
ecclesiaoal 
laws 
which made the church depend­ 
ent upon the state, and evriated 
the pope to a position of power 
and authority unknown 
in the 
world. 
In order that the pope have 
full cooperation by the bishops 
and 
cardinal*, 
he 
introduced 
practices to be enjoyed by them 
in the church, thereby giving the 
pope free course with his sub­ 
jects 
in 
Immoralities 
unknown 
eye>n by the heathen nations The 
introduction of these sinful in­ 
dulgences was the closing of the 
door of the true church, thus 
giving the pope a favorable ad­ 
vantage and opportunity to prac­ 
tice all manner of sinful acts in 
the church. 
And in the matter of marriage, 
he made it mandate that the 
church have supreme authority 
to reject or confirm the mar­ 
riages of its members, putting 
both the church and it* mem­ 
bers under decrees of the pope. 
It was during these dark ages 
when 
all 
Apostolic 
order 
and 
authority was suppressed in the 
church. And the church of Rome 
became the ruling religious pow­ 
er in the world. And the seed 
of “Protestanism” was sown. 
The tyrbannical 
rule of the 
pope became unbearable by the 
people and in the year 1040 AX). 
Pope Henry the III was dethron­ 
ed and a cardinal was elevated 
to authority by the emporor who 
could use him to his own liking. 
It was during this period that 
imperial office passed into the 
hands of a German king who 
rescued the papal rule from a 
completely overnthrown state. 
We will continue our thoughts 
in the next article.
